During the winter hens cannot 
k eep up a high egg production un­ 
less they are properly managed, 
according to C. F. Parrish, exten­ 
sion poullTyman at North Carolina 
átate college. 
Feeding, he points 
out, is perhaps the most important 
item. 
No hen can be expected to- 
do her best unless fed the proper | 
grains, mashes, and green feeds.

Then the poultryman must pay, 
strict attention to the housing prob­ 
lem. Poorly constructed and drafty 
houses are not conducive to high 
egg production. 
The houses must 
be comfortable or the birds will suf­ 
fer and a conseq uent decline in the 
number of eggs will be noted. 
Inferior birds should be culled 
from the flock . These poor produc­ 
ers, if allowed to remain, wiU bring 
the average of 
the flock down 
sharply. 


Co ntro l o f Co ccidio sis 
With Sulphur Trea tment 
Practical studies look ing to con­ 
trol of coccidiosis, dread disease 
of chick ens, with use of a sulphur 
treatment have produced results 
that augur well for the country’s 
poultry farmers, according to re­ 
cent surveys by the agricultural re­ 
search advisory bureau. 
Pointing to the experiments sue-; 
cessfully conducted by Dr. C. A. | 
Herrick and C. E. Holmes, of the 
University of Wisconsin, the bureau^ 
declares that regular feeding of a 
r.iash mixed with sulphur gives evi- ^ 
dence of providing a method of con-, 
trol for this scourge of the poultry 
raisers. 
During these tests it was 
found that different degrees of con-' 
trol could be obtained by varying^ 
the amount of sulphur fed. 
In the 
broiler section of the East where 
coccidiosis is wudely prevalent a 
modification of the method used by 
Herrick and Holmes has been found 
effective. 
' 
B. F. Jarvis, poultry technician 
work ing independently in Maryland’ 
and Delaware, has found that 
10 
per cent of sulphur added to grow­ 
ing mash and fed a full day each 
w’eek is effective in controlling coc­ 
cidiosis in broiler flock s confined to 
houses. 
Other experiments point 
to the value of the daily feeding of 
two or three per cent sulphur in 
the mash as a method of controL 


Medicines fo r Po ultry ' 
Many poultrymen still have faith 
in the mysterious power of medi­ 
cines. It is still a fact that most, 
if not all, poultry diseases fail to 
yield to drugs. A few of the reme­ 
dies are decidedly harmful. Sodium 
bicarbonate, or bak ing soda, is poi­ 
sonous to baby chick s and may be 
harmful to adults under certain cir­ 
cumstances.

Ill a stu dy of m o re than 1,100 
Single-Cornb 
Rhode 
Island 
R ed 
Chicks, T. C. Byerly and J. P. Qu inn 
of the B u re a u of Animal Indu stry 
w ere able to tell the sex of 81 per 
cent correctly. F e m a le chicks w ere 
m a r k e d with spots and stripes of 
black dowTi on the head or back. 
Males lacked su ch m arkings. 
A total of 524 chicks had black 
m arkings. Of this n u m be r 444, or 
84.9 per cent, w ere females. Of the 
u n m a r k e d grou p 450, or 77.8 per 
cent, w ere m ales. Thu s the pou ltry- 
m en were able to distingu ish the sex 
of 894 chicks, or 81.2 per cent, cor­ 
rectly. A sim ilar sexing stu dy of 
663 chicks in a c o m m ercial flock 
of Single-Comb Rhode Island Reds 
show'ed the sa m e general resu lts. 
Sexing of chicks is com paratively 
recent in origin. 
C om m ercial pou l- 
trym cn, especially in the far West, 
have shown m u ch interest in its 
development.

The 
ola idea that a chicken cannot con­ 
form to breed characteristics and 
still lay eg g s is ou t of date. 
Good health is as mu ch 
a pre ­ 
requ isite to breeding ability as it is 
to good looks. Bright eyes, smooth, 
glossy feathers and an abu ndance 
of vitality are qu alities every bird 
shou ld possess if it is to be consid­ 
ered for the breeding flock. 
Size, 
egg produ ction and breed c ha ra c te r­ 
istics m.u st also influ ence the final 
selection of breeders. 
Among these 
three factors, size is m ost im por­ 
tant, for m an y high-produ cing flocks 
have had their standards lowered by 
pou ltrymen who have disregarded 
the size and weight in picking the 
breeders. 
When pu llets and cockerels are 
u sed in the breeding pen, w^eight is 
particu larly important.

Pu lloru m Disease Easily 
Acqu ired by the Tu rkeys 


B aby tu rkeys are as su sceptible 
to pu lloru m disease as are baby 
chicks, and show’ the sam e m an i­ 
festations, according to Dr, W. B. 
Hinshaw’, associate veterinarian in 
the college of agricu ltu re at Davis, 
says the California Pacific Ru ral 
Press, althou gh no case has been 
fou nd where an ou tbreak had orig­ 
inated from carriers in the tu rkey 
breeding flock. 
The chief sou rce of infection in 
pou l'.s, says Dr. iiinshaw. is in the 
hatchery where tu rkey eggs and 
chicken eggs are hatched in 
the 
s a m e incu bator. 
Su rvivors from an acu te ou tbreak 
apparently have a greater ability 
to abort the infection than chickens, 
and consequ ently fewer perm anent 
c a rriers rem.ain in the flock. 
Dr. Hinshaw feels that in the light 
of present knowledge a general test­ 
ing program for tu rkeys is not ju s 
tifiable. 
Flocks that have become 
infected shou ld be tested, how’ever, 
if they are to be u sed for the pro­ 
du ction of hatching eggs. 


Tu rkey Oldest Bird 
Becau se the tu rkey is the oldest 
dom esticated bird native to A m er­ 
ica, its history and the n am es of 
those pioneer m en and women r e ­ 
sponsible for its development are 
u nrecorded. It is evident, however, 
that the breed which we know' as 
the Bronze is the oldest, resu lting 
f r o m 
refinement 
and 
selective 
breeding of the original wild bird. 
A great m any breeders have played 
a pa rt in brm g m g this grand breed 
to its present state, says Su ccessfu l 
F a rm in g .

METHODS OF FLOOD CONTROL 


From 
Colu mbia 
Mi.^« ou rian . 
With n ews flashes of flood , fire, d is­ 
ease an d d eath in the Ohio valley, comes 
the recu rren t qu estion of flood con trol. 
Sin ce a New (Jrlean s cotton plan ter first 
threw u p a waist high levee alon g the 
Mi.ssissippi, flood con trol has been a m a­ 
jor en gin eerin g problem in the Un ited 
States. 


Even when su pplem en ted with chan n el 
d red gin g an d wid en in g, levees as the sole 
mean s of con trol are each year provin g 
more an d more in ad equ ate. 
Experts, d is­ 
cu ssin g the problem, agree 
that 
more 
d rastic method s mu st be employed . 
At the October meetin g of the Ameri­ 
can Society of Civil En gin eers, a proposed 
sy.^em of reservoirs an d spillways were 
d iscu ssed . 
Describin g 
storage 
as 
the 
“ backbon e of su ccessfu l flood con trol op­ 
eration s,” en thu siasts claim that in time 
of risin g w aters the su rplu s cou ld be em­ 
ptied in to the reservoirs an d then u sed at 
other times to create power, promote a 
Avater an d irrigation system, an d ben efit 
n avigation . 
However, if the reservoir is to solve the 
problem of flood con trol, the en gin eer 
mu st be given fu ll au thority to d rain it 
an y time that there is d an ger of a flood 
period regard less of the other u ses to 
which it is pu t. 
A n other method of con trol is the spill­ 
way, su ch as th at in sou theastern Missou ri 
which is d esign ed to preven t an overflow 
at the ju n ction of the Ohio an d Mi.ssissip­ 
pi rivers. 
The flood way d eliberately re­ 
leases w ater in to on e section of the cou n ­ 
try to preven t greater d am age elsewhere. 
Closely con n ected with the problem of 
flood con trol is the qu estion of soil eros­ 
ion . 
Lyttle Brown , writin g for “ The Civil 
E n gin eer” says “ The possibility of su c­ 
cessfu l su ppression of bru sh an d forest 
fires shou ld receive 
the 
prim ary 
con ­ 
sid eration of en gin eers in terested in flood 
con trol.” 
Reforestation projects an d the 
replan tin g of flood -d evastated area has

Objectors to the reservoir system raise 
the cry of cost.

home has been appreciated by the coun try 
at large, even more than 
the 
valuable 
work they have performed . 
Legal authorization for the CC(; ex­ 
pires March 31. 
In view of the CCC's 
record 
of 
accomplishmen t, 
Con gress 
should n ot n eed much time to d ecid e on 
its con tin uan ce. 
The un employmen t pro­ 
blem is far from solution , « n d there are 
still thousan d s of youths for whom the 
CCC is a veritable god sen d . 
As to the 
status of their 
work, 
Robert 
Fechn cr, 
CCC Ad min istrator, says: 
The program thus far ad van ced is 
at a poin t where the work can n ot be 
d ropped 
without 
serious 
loss

groun d in a movemen t 
which

d efin itely placed on its feet in 1933,* 
after havin g been carried forward 
slowly with patien t struggle in the 
years prior to establishmen t of the 
CCC program. 
To stop n ow would

men t an d would leave in complete a 
broad program. 
Up to last Sept. 30, the CCC had coat 
the coun try $1,460,000,000. 
Almost half 
of this wen t for wages an d salaries. Mem­ 
bers of the camps sen t to their families an 
average of $20 of their $25 mon thly al- 
low^an ces, materially red ucin g the relief 
burd en . 
The remain d er of 
the 
outlay 
wen t for materials, food , clothin g, etc., 
an d has been a welcome stimulan t to the 
coun try's busin ess. 
In return for this, what d id the coun ­ 
try get in material ben efits? 
Mr. Fech- 
n er thus briefly summarizes the CCC’s 
work: 3,000,000 man -d ays spen t in fight­ 
in g forest fires; 50,000 miles of telephon e 
lin es; 27000 fire an d observation towers; 
76.000 miles of forest road s an d trails; a 
campaign of tree parasite an d d isease con ­ 
trol over 13,000,000 acres; 
on e 
billion 
trees plan ted an d 2,500,000 check d ams 
built to stop erosion ; 600,000 
acres 
of 
state park lan d s improved . 
Flood con ­ 
trol w'orks built by the CCC have preven t 
ed large flood losses, an d man y of their 
other en terprises have had 
a 
d efin ite 
cash value. 
The youths themselves have d eveloped 
greatly in physique an d morale, an d have 
received valuable train in g. 
They are n ow 
leavin g the corps at the rate of about 
12.000 a mon th to en ter private employ­ 
men t, but there are always others to step 
in to the vacan cies. 
The presen t plan iis to 
main tain the CCC at a .stren gth of 300,- 
000 to 350,000 members 
(its 
peak, 
in 
August, 1935. was 505,782). 
In view of 
its ben efits to all con cern ed , an d the im­ 
portan t work remain in g to be d on e, the 
coun try will welcome con tin uan ce of the
